Fast Rising Mississippi 
Is Stalled By Cold Spell; 
Volunteers Given Respite

Thousands of volunteer flood 
workers braced to battle the 
highest 
Mississippi 
River 
waters on record were given 
today a few days of reprieve by 
cold weather that 
slowed 
the 
melting of snow and ice along 
the river’s northern reaches. 
The river, which has flooded 
scores of waterfront communi­ 
ties from Minneapoiis-St. Paul 
to south of Hannibal, Mo., had 
been expected to crest at 27 feet 
late Friday 
or 
today. 
The 
Weather Bureau said the freez­ 
ing weather could delay the 
peak waters as much as another 
week. 
Workers were expected to use 
the

to 
bulwark 
dikes. 
Flood waters have streamed 
from 
the 
Mississippi, 
Min­ 
nesota, Red and Croix Rivers, 
driving an estimated 35,000 per­ 
sons from homes, killing 12 and 
causing millions of dollars in 
damage from North Dakota to 


Illinois. 
In Davenport, Iowa, some 150 
families took up residence rn 
animal stalls at the county fair­ 
grounds. 
Red Cross units in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Illinois set 
up around-the-clock facilities to 
feed, house and clothe refugees. 
Hardest hit was St. Paul, 
Minn., a city of 350,000 that has

Injured In Seoul Rioting 


SEOUL, South Korea, (AP) — 
Scores of policemen and demon­ 
strators were injured today as 
riots continued for the fifth 
straight day in 9Pposition to es­ 
tablishing diplomatic relations 
with Japan. 
More than 200 youths were 
arrested. A series of street bat­ 
tles began after 10,060 persons 
poured into the streets denounc­ 
ing President Chung Hee Park’s 
alleged concessions in his ef­ 
forts to establish normal diplo­ 
matic ties with Japan. 
At one point the mob raided a 
police post, smashing windows 
and burning furniture.

OPENS; BANKS 
ARE CROWDED 


Hundreds of fishermen flocked 
to the banks of the county's 
breams this morning for the open­ 
ing of the trout season at 5 
o'clock. 
Reports from the Mt. Hope area 
and other sections said the fish­ 
ermen were “shoulder to shoul­ 
der'’ at some spots. 
Many, according to the reports, 
built small campfires for warmth 
against the near freezing chill of 
the early morning. 
The season that began at 5 
o'clock this morning continues 
through September 8. 
IM H TROUT STOCKED 
Reports by the state Fish Com­ 
mission indicated that the situa­ 
tion in Adams County was dupli­ 
cated through most of the state. 
Among the fish in the streams 
of the county were possibly 10,000 
stocked by the game commission 
and Ute Adams County Fish and 
Game Association. The state re­ 
leased 1,859,700 trout in the more 
than 4,819 miles of lakes and 
streams in Pennsylvania. The 
brook, brown and rainbow trout 
cost the state more than $500,000.

The invasion fleet set out

hours of April 17, 1961, on the 
southern Cuba coast southeast 
of Havana.

Castro's 
forces had smashed the opera­ 
tion, killing 81 of the invaders 
and wounding 60. More than a 
thousand were captured and 
later ransomed with $53 million 
worth of medicine and food. 
After Monday’s parade at Gir­ 
on Beach, site of the Bay of 
Pigs failure. Prime Minister 
Castro is expected to make a 
victory speech in Havana. Last 
Month. Castro ended a two-hour 
talk by saying his people were 
"capable of killing a million 
mercenary invaders.'*

He sought anonymity in the 
seclusion and quiet of the Santa 
Gras Mountains.

County Agent Urges Support

PLOWING EQUIPMENT 
Spring plowing time is here. 
Conditioning farm machinery be­ 
fore placing it into operation can 
save farmers many headaches 
during a season of the year. when 
time is very important. 
Better get your plow's out of 
the machinery sheds and into 
the shop, where you can put new 
shares, or sharpen the old ones, 
tighten up all loose bolts, and get 
some grease into the working 
parts. Those rolling coulters and 
pointers thaf were taken off last 
spring, because they kept clog­ 
ging with corn stalks and trash, 
will do better back on the plow 
and 
adjusted 
properly. 
They 
should cut the stalks and partial­ 
ly cover the trash before the fur­ 
row slice turns over. If that 
trailer plow wouldn’t go into the 
ground very well last year try 
dropping the plow hitch so when 
the tractor pulls it will rise up 
on the front end. It should work 
better. Sharpen the old shares 
or replace with new ones. 
Don’t forget about the corn 


borer either. If you expect to keep 
borers out of the corn crop be 
sure to get the old corn stalks 
covered before May 15. Borers 
will be flying before long. Try 
tying the end of a piece of No. 9 
wire about 12 feet long around 
the post of each coulter and run­ 
ning the other end underneath 
the coulter hub and letting it trail 
in the furrow being covered The 
wire tends to cover up more of 
the stalks than anything else that’s 
been tried. Some plows have an 
attachment made especially to 
help cover the trash. 
CHECK BEEF WEIGHT 
Scales are important in any 
beef program. This applies to both 
beef breeders or cattle feeders. 
Scales let you know exactly how 
your cattle are gaining. 
Buyers of beef bulls are looking 
for animals with weight perform­ 
ance records rather than appear­ 
ance only. Feeders of cattle need 
to use their scales to measure 
feedlot grains. Cattlemen using 
livestock scales learn that their 
scales are important equipment. 
Scales are also valuable for 
checking shrink. Cattle sold un­ 
der different systems of marketing 
may differ considerably in the 
amount of shrink that occurs from 
the time they leave the farm 
until weighed at the market. With 
all the methods used to market 
cattle, it helps to know what the 
shrink will be with each one of 
these different methods.

John J. McKeithen says Louisi­ 
anans have the responsibility to 
keep the peace and solve "oar 
problems when others throw up 
their hands in defeat." 
McKeithen spoke Thursday 
night to an overflow, all-white 
audience at the annual Chamber 
of Commerce banquet in this 
racially troubled town. 
Civil rights leaders, mean­ 
while. vowed to intensify picket­ 
ing of midtown stores in their 


efforts to gain equal employ­ 
ment opportunities for Negroes. 
"The struggle and the turmoil 
and the unending battle that 
comprises 
human 
existence 
must have a sum total; must 
add up to something; must ad­ 
vance the cause of mankind a 
step or two closer to what his 
great creator would have him 
be," McKeitheu told his listen­ 
ers.

The current generation has 
the responsibility "of peace, of 
keeping our heads white those 
about us lose theirs," he said. 
"It is the responsibility of 
speaking calmly, while others 
shriek in frenzy. It is the re* 
sponsibiUty of working out our 
problems when others throw up 
their hands in defeat."
